So many letters, telegrams and mes- 
sages of urgent solicitation have 
poured In 'u|k>ii bim,however,that to- 
day, when a particularly heavy mail 
was banded to him, the old warrior 
could refuse no longer and gave in to 
his flendrs, because of their repeated 
declarations that with him as the can- 
didate of Democracy, the battle neces- 
sary to redeem the state, was arfady 
half won. 

Col. Hendrick has an enviable record 
throughout Kentucky. In the last can:- 
paign be swept opposition from the 
field in the primary and as a candidate 
for the office of attorney general he 
led the Deino<Tatic tleket by several 
thousand votes. For a while it looked 
as if he would be saved to Democracy 
from the Republican landslide. 

As twice county attorney of Livings^ 
ton, as state senator.as congreseiuan 
from the First district. Col. Hendrick 
has had opportunity that he has made 
use of in demonstrating bis worth and 
value to the people. He Is a man of 
the broadest guage and has never 
been identified with any of the faction 
that have tom the state asunder.

Chicago, Aug. 23. — Congressman W. 

B. McKinley, chairman of the Repub- 
lican congreusional committee, visit- 
ed Western headquarters here to-day, 
and Issued his first statement regard- 
ing the camitaign.

Vlraylia. N. M., Angust 21.— Robert 
Jackson.of Costllla.Taos county,N. M. 
offers a starting addition to history 
in the statement that Gen. George A. 
Custer, the hero of Custer's nuksaa- 
cre, long believed to have been killed 
and scalped by the Sioux on the bat- 
tlefield, was not murdered by the 
Indians, but died as the result of a 
gunshot wound inflicted by Ills own 
hand, rather than be taken prisoner, 

Jackson was for nine and a half years 
a scout and guide for the United 
States soldiers, hts service beginning 
id 1874 and ending in 1883. Jackson 
served under Gen. Otis. Gen. Reno, 
Col. Bentine, Gen. Miles, Gen. Custer 
and Gen. Hazen. 

At the time of the battle la which 
Custer met bis death Jackson was ser- 
ving in the Sixth United States In- 
fantry, carrying dispatches to Gen. 
Otis, then in command ot the Twenty- 
second infantry. Jackson was with the 
first company to reach the battlefield 
after the massacre and gives in de- 
tail the scene as it presented Itself 
to him. Jackson says that an exami- 
nation of Custer's body showed that 
the wound which caused bis death 
was fired at close range, the |K>wder 
burns indicating plainly that the pis- 
tol was held agant the head. Jack- 
son was commanded by Gen. Reno to 
talk with the Indians after they had 
been subdued by the United States 
troops in the hopes of finding out 
how Custer was killed. The Indians 
told Jackson that Gen. Custer was the 
last man to fall in battle. 

They wanted to take him alive, be- 
lieving that with him as a prisoner 
they could force the government to 
terms. Realizing this fact, Jackson 
says the Indians told him that Cus- 
ter placed a gun to his head and fir- 
ed. According to Jackson the Indians 
all loved Custer and called him "The 
Long-Halri*d Chief." 

Jackson Is a picturesque charac- 
ter and although he was In long and 
dangerous service, is not receiving a 
pension from the government because 
be was not a regularly enlisted soldie 
Friends in Taos County are interest- 
ing themselves, in bis behalf and hop 
to receive aid for him from the gov- 
ernment to compensate him for valu- 
able services rendered. 

Jackson acted as scout for Gen. 
Otis when be went to the relief of 
Gen . Miles, then being on a detail 
along the Yellowstone River. Jackson! 
also scouted for Gen. Miles when he 
was running down Lame Deer and his 
bald. Jackson shot and killed Lame 
Dear, scalped him and afterward gave 
the scalp to Gen. Miles. 

After the Indians had been driven 
into Canada. Jackson acted as a guid 
when Gen. Miles horned over a large 
territory along the northern boundary 
of the United States and drove south 
the buffalo so that the Indians were 
forced to surrender the following win- 
ter.

Jackson, Ky., Aug. 23. — Three shots 
shortly after 9 o'clock last night 
ended the life of John Abner, well 
known throughout the mountains of 
Kentucky and notorious on account 
of his alleged conhectlon with the 
murders of Dr. D. B. Cox, J. B. .Mar- 
cum and Town Marshal James Cock- 
rell. 

Abner had only come to Jackson 
from his home during the afternoon, 
and was walking down the street to- 
ward the river bridge between the 
store of .M. S. Crain and tlie "malt 
mead" stand of Govan Smith, ac- 
companied by Barron Miller, one of 
his friends, when he was called to 
by two men from the gate of aa ad- 
joining yard. 

Abner started to the men leaving 
Miller some twenty fe*'t away ,anU 
when in aljout ten feet of the gate 
be was told by tlie men they had 
come to kill him, and they fired three 
shots into Abner's body. Abner fell 
into the street and died iiLstantly. 

One of the shots took effect in the 
right lung and two in the left thigh. 
.No one was about or near the |>lace 
of the shooting except Miller and the 
men who did the shooting, and they 
made their esoaite without l>elng ob- 
served by anyone. .Miller did not 
recognize either of the men. 

The 8|K)t Is being carefully guard- 
ed until the bloodhounds arrive from 
Lexington, they having been wired 
for early this morning. 

Abner had bei'ii accused of being 
one of the men employed to assassi- 
nate Ur. B. D. Cox, James Cokrell 
and camJes B. .Marcum during the 
feud troubles eight years ago.but on 
each trial the jury disagreed and the 
charges were never pressisl to con- 
clusion.

Three-fourths of the people o 
this state are farmers and the other 
one-fourth are more or less directly 
interested in farming. . 

All the products of tbe farm have 
brought high prices. Corn, 50 cents a 
bushel; and wheat a dollar a bushel; 
cattle, eight centa a pound, and hogs 
nine cents a pound and horses “out 
of sight” During these years the 
farmers have been able to sell any- 
thing they bad at good prices. They 
have prospered as never before. They 
have paid off mortgages and they have 
bought automobiles. For the first 
time in the history of the state they 
have verily come into their own. 

At tbe same time they have bought 
more sugar for a dollar, more kerosene 
for a quarter.and fence wire has been 
cheap. They have been buying shoes 
at practically tbe same prices and they 
can get Just as good a suit of cloth- 
ing ofr $12 or $2U as ever they bought 
if anything better made. 

But the politicians have ranted 
against these conditions and runted 
until they have almost brought things 
to a halt. These politicians have 
neither understood the people, nor 
have they trloil to servo their inter- 
ests— they have simply laid what they 
believed were tbe foundations for 
their own continuance in office. 

But if the iKilitielans succeed, tlie 
farmers will find that they will again 
be selling everytliing for less, while 
the tilings they buy will not vary 
much. — Cedar Rapids Republican.

Must Pay Up. 

Newsimiiers over the entire country 
have been recently glvne to understand 
that Uncle Sam’s post office depart- 
ment meant business about two years 
ago when it said that all subserlptlons 
III future must not be allowed to be 
in arrears over three mouths. News- 
papers in Illinois are now being tnllwl 
on by the iiostal officials to send 
tlieni -a sworn list of tlieir subw^rlb- 
ers Indicating how many mail sub- 
scribers in arrears over three months. 

Not only have some received one 
notice, but a succeaslon of them, fol- 
low up to Insure tbe list being put 
in shape, and for the first time tlie 
newspaper publishers of all claaaes of 
periodicals, are made to realize that 
theae rulings apply to them, as well 
as the cheap mall order Journals tbe 
moTement was first started against. 
The ruling means that a publisher is 
DO longer able to give unlimited cred- 
it t# hi* sMbacrlbers, but that sub- 
■crlbers paid up within the credit 
limit of three months, of. hare a writ- 
ten order to the effect that each eub- 
acriber expreasly ordera the paper 
implying promiae to pay. If the pub- 
Ilaher doea not get his list in this 
shape be will be cited to appear at 
Washington to show cause why bis 
second class postage rate should not 
be withdrawn, as was a recent Iowa 
publisher, along with sevei-al others. 

Ail of the papers in central and 
northern Illinois have recently been 
notified to send in sworn statements.

Long ago It was little children, of- 
gea infants, who had the ear pierced 
't>nt since the revival of the earring 
M a fashion it it the grown-ups only 
who present themselves for the op- 
eration. There was once an idea that 
piercing the ear was good for the 
wight, and among the poorer classes 
A horrible raetho<l was to draw a thlck- 
Ish piece of worstid or soft cotton 
through the hole, usually made with 
a copper wire, and the removal of 
these bits of stuff made the wound 
Jagged and irritated. 

All this is, happily, a thing of the 
past, though many still risk the con- 
sequences of inserting rings of base 
metal Instead of those of 18-karat gold 
which alone are really sanitary. 

The perfsc’t art of ear-piercing is 
possible only to the expert trained by 
much practice and deft use of bis 
bands.

STORY OF THE FIRST TRIAL 



A Lack of Tap# Caused Alonzo B. Cor- 
nell to Attempt Interpretating the 
Morse Code by Ear — The Discovery 
That Abolishsd the Use of tho *l ape. 



Boizos Its Prey by tho Throat and 
Clings With Us Claws Until It 
Breaks tho Spine of Its Victim or 
Strangles It. 



Ezra Cornell la known In hlafory aa 
the father of Cornell university, as 
one of the men who helped to build 
the first telegraph line and as an ar- 
dent organizer of telegraph systems In 
the enriy days, l>elng instrumental in 
the formation of the now famous 
Westeru Union Telegraph company. 
Ills son. Alonzo B. Cornell. be<-ame 
ultimately vice president of the West- 
ern Union and governor of New York 
state— high commercial and (>olitlcal 
honors. 

Yet he onec confessed to me that ho 
felt he should be credlte<l with the 
additional honor of having made the 
discovery that telegraph message* 
could be read by ear, aud ho seemed 
to take more pride In his |>art in bring- 
ing this about than be did in any of 
his other achievements. 

“I was trained ns a telegraph opera- 
tor.” said Mr. Cornell In telling me tlia 
story. “1 suppose 1 took to telegraphy 
naturally t>ecnu8o of my father’s deep 
and large InUTests iti the then new 
mode of communication, .\uyway. 1 
learne*! the Morse key easily, and I 
was. in fact, very fond of telegraphing 
from both the practical and tho aclen- 
tltic standi>ointH. 

•'One afternoon, sometime In the ear- 
ly fifties, when 1 was stationed at Al- 
bany, N. Y.. there was an unusual In- 
rush of newspaper dispatches- 1 was 
In charge of the press key— and In the 
midst of the task of receiving them I 
found to my consternation that I was 
out of tape. Before taking my seat 
before the key I had neglected to re- 
plenish tho tape reel. 

“There was a bountiful supply of 
tape to the cellar of the building, but 
It was a long trip there— there were 
no elevators In those days— and 1 knew 
that to go there I would waste pre- 
cious time. And there were those anx- 
ious newspaper men hanging over my 
shoulder. 

“Suddenly, as I fished about mental- 
ly for the quickest way out of my 
dilemma, this thought popped Into my 
bead: ‘You don’t need any tape. Half 
the time you don’t look at It when the 
dispatches are coming In before you 
write them out. You trust to your 
ears to tell what the Instrument says. 
Why not do so now?' Instantly 1 de- 
termined to see whether or not 1 could 
take the dispatches by sound alone. 

“1 put my fingers on the key and 
broke In on New York, whence the 
dispatches were coming. 'Send rather 
slowly aud very distinctly.’ 1 asked the 
mau at the other end of the wire. He 
at once began to do so — not without 
some curiosity as to my reason. I 
found out later. 

“But I didn't think of that at the 
time, for I was glowing all over with 
the knowledge that 1 could write out 
the dispatches- aud write them cor 
rectly. for they made sense — by simply 
listening to the sounds that tbc key 
made. 

•'Thus I continued taking the dis- 
patches to the very end. Then the 
New York ojwrator called me. ’What 
are you dolug up there?’ he asked. 
‘Why did you want me to send slowly 
and distinctly?' 

“1 answered that I had said gootlby 
CO the telegraph ta[>e forever aud told 
him of the discovery 1 hud made. He 
was immediately Interested. 'Send 
me slowly and very dtsllnctly fifteen 
or twenty words, and I'll see whether 
or Dot 1 can do the same thing,’ be re- 
quested. 

“1 did so, full of confidence, and a 
little later there came to me this mes- 
sage: ‘I've dune It too. Some of the 
other boya say they can. I predict 
that withio a month there won’t be an 
Inch ot tape used In the New York 
otilce.' 

“Years later," added Mr. CornelL “I 
was told tbat about the time that 1 
discovered for myself a new aud revo- 
lutionary method of receiving tele- 
graph messages the same method was 
also discovered by an u|>eratur in the 
main olHce In Pittsburg. I have uo 
doubt tbat this Is true. Sooner or 
later the discovery was bound to be 
made not only in one. but several 
oflices. But I bare always felt that 1 
was the first to make the discovery 
and abould be credited with it to tele- 
grapbic history.’’— Boston Globe. 



Less In size, but even more ferocious, 
the leopard has a worse character than 
the tiger or lion. Living mainly In 
, trees and very nocturnal, this fierce 
and dangerous beast is less often seen 
than far rarer animals. It la widely 
spread over the world from the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Atlas mountains 
and from southern China k> the Black 
sea, where It is sometimes met with in 
the Caucasus. 

Any one who has frequented the zoo 
for any time must have noticed the 
difference In size aud color between 
Jeopards from different parts of the 
world. On some the ground color Is 
almost white. In others a clear nut 
brown. Others are jet black. 

^ Wherever they live leo|iards are cat- 
tle thieves, abeep thieves, dog thieves 
nnd human being thieves. Though not 
formidable in appearance, they are Itu- 
mcnsely strung, and It Is not unusual 
for them to turn man cater. Both in 
India and In Africa they have been 
known to set up in this line ns delib- 
erately ns any tiger. They hare four 
. or flve young at a birth. The cubs cun 
be kept tame for some time nnd are 
amusing i>et8, but It is extremely dan- 
gerous to bare them about. 

In Hongkong an Engllshiuan bad a 
tame leopard. It was brought Into ibe 
dining room by a coolie to be exhibit- 
ed to the owner’s guests. Excited by 
the smell of food, the leopard refused 
to go out when one of the women, who 
did not like bis looks, asked that It be 
removed. The coolie took hold of its 
collar and began to haul it out. It 
selxed him by the ueck, bit it through 
and in a minute the coolie waa dying, 
covered with blood, ou the dining 
room floor. 

Tbe Cblnesc leopard ranges as far 
north aa the Siberian tiger and. like 
tbe latter, seems to grow larger tbe 
farther north It la found. Tbe color 
of these northern leopards is very pale. 
^ tbe spots are large aud tbe fur Is very 
long. 

Tbe natives of all countries are unan- 
imous In declaring tbat tbe leopard la 
more dangerous than Ibe lion or tlggr. 
g They have no fear of tbe lion, provided 
^ they are not bunting for It, for It will 
not attack unless provoked, but a 
leopard la uever to be trusted. 

In Africa a number of natives were 
I firing the reeds along a gtream. One of 
them, a boy, being thirsty and hot. 
stooped down to drink. He was Imme- 
diately seized by a leopard. The boy’s 
brother, with an admirable aim. burled 
Ills spear at tbe leopard while the boy 
was In his Jaws. The |K>lat separated 
the vertebrae of the neck, and the 
leopard fell atone dead. But the boy 
could not recover. The leopard's fangs 
bad torn open bis chest and injured |be 
lungs. Tbc latter were exposed to 
view through the cavity of the ribs. 
He died during tbe night. 

Leopards -are essentially tree living 
and nocturnal animals. ' Sleeping In 
trees or caves by day, they are seldom 
disturbed. They do an Incredible 
amount of mischief among cuttle, 
calves, sheep and dogs, being esiteclal- 
ly fond of killing and eating tbe latter. 

They seize their prey by the throat 
nnd cling with their claws until they 
succeed In breaking tho spine or In 
strangling the victim. They have a 
habit of feeding on putrid flesh. This 
makes wounds Inflicted by their teeth 
or claws liable to blood poisoning. 
Nothing In the way of prey comes 
amiss to them, from a cow in the pas- 
ture to a fowl up at roost 

In the great mountain rangea of cen- 
tral Aola the beautiful snow leopard Is 
found. It ia a large creature, with 
Ik thick, woolly coat and a long tall like 
a fur boa. Tho color is white, clouded 
with beautiful gray, like tbat of an 
Angora cat. The edges of tbe cloud- 
ings and apota are marked with black 
or darker gray. The eyes are very 
large, bluish gray or smoke colored. 
It lives on the wild sheep. Ibex snd 
( other mountain aulmals. In captivity 
It la faK the Umest and gentlest of tho 
large carnivora, not excepting tho pu- 
ma. Unlike tbe latter. It U a sleepy, 
quiet snlmal, like a domestic. 

The West African leopard skin Is 
more handsome than tbe Asiatic, tbe 
spots being very distinct and clear. He 
and she— they usually go In couples— 
are fond of bunting cantonments and 
around natlv# towns, where they pick 
op a goat and now and tb^n a baby. 

One night 1 waa campod^ln a native 
town and after 1 had retired the na- 
tlvas, aa waa their cuatom, were sitting 
about a groat fire aaklng my caravAn 
all sorts of questions, for tho African 
savage Is tha gr^teat gosalp in tha 
world. Suddenly h child’s cry rang 
ouL followed by a great eUmor. Bush- 
ing out to dlacoror tha cause of alarm. 
1 was Informad thgt a leopard had 
atolan from tbe darknaoa and quick aa 
a flash had grabbed a fUnr-yeaiH>ld 
child and made off with It Tbe child 
eras seatrfl in tha midst of tbe grown 
men and women. The latter could 
only lament their loea. They knaw it 
f WM UMloas to tiy to puraoe^be beast 
^ lato the daaae bush. 

Tbe leopard la so bold that eveo tai 
daylight will wander about a town 
or g white man’s premtoee. It la net 
at all nauanal to ^ a good shot at a 
laopard from a bnngalow Tccunda or 
n and bnt doot— Plttaborg DIapateb.

Each was sup- 
plied with a napkin, nnd knives were 
used, though It docs not api>cnr that 
ever.v one was supplied with one. 
Nothing, it would seem, could be more 
fatiguing than to partake of a repast 
in siK'h an awkward posture or less 
conductive to neatucss. It l>elng almost 
lm|)ossUilc to keep the hands clean 
even with witter supplied by tbe slaves 
or to prevent the food and wine from 
falling ou the clothing and the draper- 
ies of tbe couch. This manner of eat- 
ing disnp|>enrcd during the dark ages 
so far as the couch was concerned, 
but the i«?cullurlty of taking food with 
the fingers from a common dish con- 
tinued afterward for more than l.WO 
years.
